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New £6m venue to 
unlock the past for 
millions of visitors

IF you really want to discover 
Greenwich, ‘Discover Greenwich’ is 
the place for you! 

That’s the message to the millions 
of visitors who come to Maritime 
Greenwich every year. 

The new £6 million cultural venue 
at the Old Royal Naval College - 
opened to the public last week - 
unlocks the borough’s maritime 
history and acts as the starting 
point for understanding and 
appreciating this World Heritage 
site and international tourist 
destination. 

The centre has a micro-brewery 
creating historical and modern 
beers, a bar, cafe, restaurant as well 
as Greenwich Council’s new Tourist 
Information Centre. 

Discover Greenwich uses state-of- 
the-art techniques to tell the story 
of Maritime Greenwich and the Old 
Royal Naval College. 

Over 500 years of history - from 
Henry VIII’s Tudor Palace, Wren’s 
Royal Hospital for Seamen and the 
Royal Naval College - can be 
explored through displays with 
historic objects on show to the 
public for the first time, film footage 
and models in permanent and 
temporary exhibitions. 

Key figures from Anne Boleyn to 
Nelson are the highlights in a 
narrative telling the story not just

I AM extremely 
proud of the part I 
played in helping 
to develop 
Charlton Athletic 
as one the top 
football clubs in 
the UK for the 
scope of its 
community work.

time staff and 139 
casual coaches 
and engages with 
approximately 
7,500 young people 
on a weekly basis - 
and Jason is now 
the chief 
executive of 
CACT.

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Massive cash boost for Severndroog 


CONSERVATIONISTS are a 
step closer to having a new 
visitor attraction in 
Shooters Hill after scooping 
a grant of almost £600,000 
from the Heritage Lotery 
Fund. 

Campaigners and 
fundraisers who have been 
trying to restore 
Severndroog Castle were 
celebrating a £595,000 
grant award last week. 


It means the triangular, 
three-storey Grade II* 
listed castle which stands 
on the top of Shooters Hill 
can be restored and opened 
up for public use. 

Members of the 
Severndroog Castle 
Presevation Trust have 
been working to save the 
castle being sold off for 
seven years. The charity 
secured a 30-year lease 


from Greenwich Council 
and launched a ‘sponsor a 
brick’ fundraising 
campaign to help fund 
refurbishment works. 

It plans to restore the 
building as a visitor 
attraction, educational 
centre and tea room and 
make it available to local 
schools and community 
groups. 

The castle would also be 


available for hire for events 
such as weddings and civil 
partnerships. 

David Goodfellow, of the 
Severndroog Castle 
Building Preservation 
Trust, said: “We are 
delighted with the 
confirmed award from HLF, 
which is a major step 
forward in achieving our 
objective of restoring this 
unique building.”

Park events 
get the nod 


Board’s green light for ‘great’ venue

THE best horses and 
riders in the world will be 
competing on our own 
doorstep. 

Greenwich Council’s 
Planning Board has 
approved the temporary use 
of Greenwich Park for the 
London 2012 equestrian and 
modern pentathlon events. 

The application, agreed by 
the Mayor of London and 
supported by all the 
statutory consultees, was 
presented at a public 
meeting at Woolwich Town 
Hall. The decision to approve 
the application was by ten 
votes to two. 

The approval covers the use 


of land in the Royal park, the 
National Maritime Museum 
and Blackheath Circus Field 
for the equestrian, modern 
penthatlon and Paralympic 
dressage events. 

Seb Coe, chair of the 
London 2012 Organising 
Committee, said: “We are 
delighted with the outcome 
of this democratic process 
and thank the Greenwich 
Council Planning Authority 
and all the people who came 
out to speak for and against 
this application. 

“The message is loud and 
clear. This great Park is on 
loan to the Olympic Games 
and Paralympic Games and 
the people of the world. We 
must return it to the 
residents of Greenwich, to 


Londoners and visitors from 
the UK and around the 
world in the same condition, 
or better, than it was loaned 
to us. 

“We take this 

responsibility seriously and 
will continue to work with 
the park authorities, 
resident and park user 
groups and the people of 
Greenwich as we develop 
and implement our plans to 
stage an extraordinary event 
in 2012.” 

Once the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games are over 
the site will be restored to its 
former use and condition in 
full accordance with a Site 
Reinstatement Plan to be 
agreed by the council in 
consultation with Royal 


Parks and other bodies. 

The temporary structures 
include a 23,000-seat arena, 
training areas, stabling, a 
cross-country course, 

operational and site set-up 
and removal compounds, 
vehicular and pedestrian 
access areas, operational 
parking and ancillary 
structures. 

An advisory group to include 
the council, Royal Parks, 
English Heritage, Natural 
England and tghe London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games (LOCOG) will 
be established to formally 
oversee the implementation 
programme. For more

of Greenwich but of Britain. 
Next to Discover Greenwich, 
the Royal Hospital’s Old 
Brewhouse has been 
brought back into use after 
150 years. 

The site that once brewed 
and piped beer directly to 
the wards of the Royal 
Hospital for Seamen as a 
“restorative drink” - each 
man had a ration of three 
pints a day - is now a modern 
micro-brewery. 

The Old Brewery, run by 
the local Meantime Brewing 
Company, creates historical 


and modern beers and 
includes a bar, cafe and 
restaurant. 

Duncan Wilson, chief 
executive of The Greenwich 
Foundation, said: 

“Maritime Greenwich 
embodies many of the major 
events in British history for 
the last 500 years, from the 
Tudor and Stuart monarchy 
to the history of the Royal 
Navy, and is a showpiece of 
the golden age of British 
architecture.” 

The council’s newly- 
designed Tourist

A job well done 

Hundreds seek advice at work and homes event

MORE than 500 people 
went along to the 
Millennium Suite at 
Charlton Athletic Football 
Club last Monday (22 
March) to seek advice on 
housing and jobs. 

The free, seven-hour event, 
called ‘Your job, your home, your 
future’, was organised by 
Greenwich Council to give local 
residents a huge range of 
information on employment 
opportunities, training, 

volunteering and work 
experience, as well as advice on 
the different housing options 
available to them. 

Expert help and advice on 
benefits, landlord problems and 
mortgage rescue were also 
available, plus information on 
how to apply and bid for council 
and housing association homes, 
and low-cost home buying 
schemes. 

The event, part of a 
Government-backed programme 
to offer wider advice on housing 
options in the borough, is the first 
to bring housing and 
employment advice together for 
residents. GLLaB, the council run 
service which helps people get 
into work and training, helped to 
organise the event. 

Specialist GLLaB staff were on 
hand to tell people about job 
placements and schemes on offer, 
and how to get support with 
childcare for parents who want to 
work. 

Visitors were asked for their 
comments, and the general view 
was that people now had a better 
understanding of the bidding 
process for council properties. 
Everyone on the council’s 
housing waiting list had been sent 
an invitation to go along. 


O2, are now all unemployed. Afia 
Conan-Davis from Thamesmead, 
Linda Milligan from Abbey Wood, 
Ruby Alley from Charlton, and 
Anna Baksh from Plumstead, 
met up by chance at last week’s 
event. 

Ruby said: “We are keeping all 
our work options open. We have 
registered with GLLaB and we 
are looking at courses at the 
Community College which help 
people become more employable.” 

Issac and Gifty Ashong from 
Greenwich came along with their 
two children aged two and four. 
“I trained as a bus driver and I’m 
now qualified. But we both want 
advice from GLLaB and some 
help with housing, ’’said Issac.

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A chance to take the Mickey

MICKEY Jules is passionate 
about ‘his’ young people - 
after all, he was one himself 
30 years ago! 

“In fact, I was a member of 
this very club from the age of 
11,” said the father-of-three 
who has risen through the 
ranks to be Youth Project 
Manager at Greenwich and 
Bexley YMCA in Antelope 
Road on Woolwich Dockyard 
Estate. 

He’s played football every 
day of his life since he was 
aged four, and, from his 
teens, the former Blackheath 
Bluecoat School pupil 
aspired to be a sports-coach. 
But then youth- work 
beckoned. 

“I did various jobs, including 
being a plasterer, and I’d 
walk past the old Abcom club 
in Abbey Wood - where my 
mate worked - when I got off 
the train. 

“I’d drop in ‘for 10 minutes’ 
on my way home, then stay 
for one hour, then volunteer 
for the whole session.” 
Plumstead-born Mickey, who 
lived in Cantwell Road as a 
child, still believes that 
volunteering is the true path 
for any wannabe youth- 



worker. “You won’t really 
know if you’re going to be 
good at the job or not until 
you give it a try,” he told us. 
“Yes, it’s very daunting when 
you’re first faced with a few 
kids. I used to help with the 
indoor football and the table- 
tennis. You feel like an 
outsider to begin with. 

“But, as you get to know 
them, you realise that youth- 
work is not just about sport 
and the other activities on 
offer. It’s also about listening 
and discovering all the other 
issues that young people are 
facing, and doing what you 
can.” 

Once he’d got some 
experience in Abbey Wood, 
Mickey started volunteering 
at the Woolwich “Y” club on 
the Dockyard. 

“It was just like ‘coming back 
home’ for me,” he said. 

“I was a youth-club member 
here, aged 11 to 16 - in the 
football team and also in a 
break-dance crew called 
‘SpectraForce’. 

“When I got a job here, I was 


gradually able to give up the 
building trade as my youth- 
work hours increased.” 

Now, two decades on, Mickey 
and his colleagues offer a 
range of activities 
throughout the week. 
Average attendance is 35 a 
session - closer to 45 for the 
latest programme of 
accredited courses in sport, 
media and cookery - and 
Mickey believes in giving 
everyone a voice and a 
chance to take some 
individual responsibility. 
From the age of eight, 
members are encouraged to 
take part in regular 
discussion-forums; young 
footballers are also members 
of the cleaning project which 
ensures the pitch is spic and 
span both before and after a 
match; there are cooking and 
healthy lifestyles workshops 
for all, and older regulars 
learn how to draw up bids to 
potential funders. 

“We’re around six days a 
week, we’re always 
developing new projects, and 
we have an ‘open-door’ policy 
where everyone is welcome,” 
Mickey told GT. 

“And it’s always great if 
parents and carers can call in 
initially, just to say ‘hello’.” 
Football is still a favourite. 


“It’s a case of ‘the more you 
play, the better you get’,” he 
said. “Our coaches are all 
Level 1 and 2 FA-qualified, 
and everyone in our 
tournaments gets a 
certificate of participation. 
“For some of the young 
people who come down here, 
it will be the first certificate, 
medal or trophy they have 
ever received.” 

Mickey believes that 
belonging to a youth club is 
part of growing up. “I think 
a ‘social education’ - making 
new friends, mixing with 
other cultures and people 
from different backgrounds 
- is equally as important as 
an ‘academic education’, “ 
he said. 

On a personal note, he’s a 
Greenwich lad through and 
through. “My job-life is here, 
my roots, my family and 
friends are here.” And his 
long-term dream? “I’d like to 
win the lottery and build my 
own youth-club. It would be 
state-of-the-art, all-singing- 
all-dancing, complete with 
education and advice- 
services and counselling.”

Tributes pour in for tenants’ campaigner Grace

A natural-born “helping hand” who 
dedicated her life to the people of the 
borough has died at the age of 91. 

Tributes are pouring in to Grace Sole, 
born in Lassell Street, off Trafalgar Road, 
who led Greenwich Pensioners’ Forum 
when she retired from the accounts 
department at the old Cuffs department 
store in Woolwich. 

Grace was a founder-member of TAG 90, 
a borough-wide tenants’ action group. In 
2000 she was given the borough’s ‘Woman 
of the Year’ award in recognition of her 
support for the community. 

Grace was widowed 27 years ago. Her 
husband, Harry, had been a milkman with 
Express Dairies at Blackheath Village. 

Grace went into sheltered 
accommodation in Thamesmead three 
years ago after suffering a stroke. She 
died at the QE Hospital, Woolwich, on 
February 26 after a short illness. 

The mum-of-four’s eighth great- 
grandchild was born a few days after she 
died. 

Eldest granddaughter Lorraine told GT: 
“She was a brilliant gran. She was always 
‘there’ and she backed us with 
everything. 

“She was very strong-minded. When she 
was out leafleting, I always used to get 
dragged along. I even ended up as 
secretary for her Racial Harmony Group! 
She got me typing up the minutes before 
there were any computers.” 

Lorraine added: “Back at home in 
Flamsteed Road, I remember tenants 
coming to her with their problems. She 
was always battling on their behalf.” 

Dolly Wall, now in her eighties, has lived 
in Charlton for over 40 years. She said: 
“Grace ran the Greenwich Pensioners’ 
Forum. We used to have it in Nelson 
House, Wellington Street, where the 
Jobcentre is now. Later, I took over as the 
Chair. 

“When I first knew her, she was on the 
council’s housing panel in Charlton and I 
used to go up there with a neighbour once 
a month. 

“People always used to phone her 



because she was so well-known in this 
area and ask her to get in touch with the 
council for them.” 


June Rennie, manager of the council 
team that supports tenants’ and 
residents’ groups in the borough, said: 
“The passing of Grace Sole marks the end 
of a strong and dedicated community 
representative who worked tirelessly for 
those she represented. 

“She was among those who were trail 
blazers for the strong tenant and 
community representatives that exist in 
Greenwich today.”

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Big gun glory 

New Royal Arsenal home for rescued firearm

A colossal 38-foot-long 
gun was officially 

installed at its new home 
at Royal Arsenal 

Riverside in Woolwich 
earlier this month. 

It is the centrepiece of a 
collection of rare and historic 
guns and cannons that have 
gone on public display in 
James Clavell Square, 
acknowledging the site’s long 
history as the most important 
place in England for the 
manufacture of munitions 
and military equipment since 
the rise of the British Empire. 

The collection was unveiled 
formally on March 1 in a 
special ceremony that 
included John Anderson, the 
chairman of Berkeley Homes. 

Over the past decade the site 
has been brought back to life 
by Berkeley Homes and the 
London Development Agency 
with 1,250 new homes, many 
created from conversions of 
the site’s Grade I and II listed 
heritage buildings. 

Taking pride of place in the 
display is the 40-ton Gibraltar 
Gun, one of the largest and 
heaviest objects in the Royal 
Artillery’s collection, and 
believed to have been made at 
the Royal Arsenal. It is a rare 
surviving example of the 
large coastal guns installed 
throughout the British 
Empire in the early 1900s to 
counter long-range attacks by 
enemy battleships and 
cruisers. It could fire a shell 


weighing 3801b over a range of 
16 miles (25.6 kilometres). 

This type of heavy artillery 
was used to protect 
strategically important 
coastal locations throughout 
the British Empire including 
Gibraltar, where this gun was 
located for its service life. The 
gun was first installed on the 
Gibraltar coast in 1902 where 
it remained in service into the 


1950s when guns like these 
were finally replaced by 
guided missile systems. In the 
1980s, it was found in a 
Gibraltar scrapyard and was 
returned to Britain. 

The other cannons on 
display on loan from the 
Royal Artillery Historical 
Trust are part of the one-time 
Sir William Congreve 
collection, dating through the 


16th to 19th centuries, with 
the oldest manufactured in 
1590 during the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth I. They have 
all seen live military service, 
and some are foreign weapons 
captured by British soldiers 
in war all over the world, in 
countries such as China, 
Germany, Spain and 
Afghanistan. 

The Berkeley Homes 
chairman said: “Berkeley 
Homes, together with the 
London Development Agency, 
are pleased to be providing 
the space and setting for this 
collection to go back on 
public display. 

“The guns will appeal to 
military history enthusiasts 
and the general public alike, 
forming an impressive sight 
in a location which befits 
their heritage.” 



Guide saddles up for fundraiser

Nathalie, who is half- 
Swiss, said the 
European challenge 
really appeals to her. 


However, she told GT: 
“I’ve never cycled more 
than eight miles in a 
day let alone 80 miles

lacross the country. The Eaglesfieli 
Park Neighbourhood Watch Scheme is 
among 40 groups chosen to take part in a 
Home Office study to look at the impact 
of local neighbourhood watch schemes. 

The group was one of four London schemes 
invited to showcase their crime prevention 
work at a nationwide networking event last 
month. 

The Shooters Hill scheme showcased details 
about its quarterly newsletter and website and 
a ‘Your Call Counts’ fridge magnet which 
encourages watch members to report crimes or 
suspicious behaviour to the police. 

“I am delighted that our scheme has been 
selected to take part in this valuable 
evaluation programme,” said principal co- 
ordinator Jenny Penn, “and look forward to 
benefiting from the toolkits being developed. It 
demonstrates the importance of having active 
and effective Neighbourhood Watch Schemes.” 

Jenny and husband Graham were concerned 
about anti-social behaviour in Eaglesfield Park 
and launched the Eaglesfield Park 
Neighbourhood Watch Scheme (EPNWS) in 
January, 2006, to meet the safety and security 
concerns of around 248 households in 
Cleanthus Road and Cleanthus Close, 
Eaglesfield Road, Foxcroft Road and part of 
Shooters Hill. 

Since then it’s developed a strong network of 
street coordinators who keep residents up to 
date on local crime and community issues by 
working with local police and Greenwich 
Council. 

“The success of the scheme is founded on the 
strong and effective partnerships built and 
maintained with the police, Greenwich 
Council, local businesses, social groups and 
residents,” said Jenny. 

“We’ve wcampaigned locally to put up anti-fly 
tipping signs and to tackle problems of anti- 
social behaviour, graffiti and tagging as well as 
rubbish removal and maintenance issues that 
pose safety issues. The production costs of our 
newsletters have been met by the Shooters Hill 
Lawn Tennis Club for the fourth year running 
and is another good example of our 
partnership work,” 

The scheme hosts regular meetings including 
an annual meeting where residents can meet 
scheme coordinators, local police and 
supporting organisations. “But the highlight 
of our year is the Eaglesfield Park 
Neighbourhood Watch Scheme community 
event in the park,” said Jenny. “It’s a free 
family event all about fostering community 
sprit and promoting the benefits of 
neighbourhood watch schemes.” 

One of the scheme’s biggest success is its 
website which expanded to cover the whole of

the Shooters Hill Police ward last month after 
only eight months of going live. The website 
(www.shnws.org.uk), designed and maintained 
by Jenny and Graham, is regularly updated 
and people can register to receive email alerts 
informing them of any updates. 

“It’s a cost-efficient and effective way to 
deliver up-to-date information about safety, 
security and community issues to the 
residents, businesses, social groups, and key 
agencies in and around the area,” said 
Graham. 

PC Fiona Genovese, of the Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods Police team, said: “We are 
fully supportive of the expanded website 
which gives us an opportunity to keep in touch 
with groups and residents who are proud to 
maintain a strong community. This is a 
reflection on how working together can keep 
the communication doors open so that the 
ward can be a safe place to live and work.” 

Her colleague PCSO Kevin Denney added: 
“The Eaglesfield Watch is a shining example of 
a proactive scheme. A stolen vehicle was 
recently recovered because a watch member 
was suspicious about a car he wasn’t used to 
seeing and reported it.” 

He added: “The smooth flow of information 
between the police and watch groups is vital, 
and strong active schemes are a very useful

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme.

Cut from clay 

A novel chronicling a little-known London rogue and a Victorian 
curiosity which is set in Greenwich has been a decade in the making 


m m AUSTRALIA’S 

love affair with 
L II i cricket is no 
MM secret. Less 
well known 

~ however, is that 

a team made up entirely of 
Aborigines visited our shores 
in Victorian times. They were 
pretty good too, being only 
narrowly beaten by England’s 
best 11 at a match at Lord’s. 

The squad played 47 matches 
between May and October of 
1868, winning 14, losing 14 and 
drawing the remainder. 

It’s original subject matter for 
a book - and add to the mix a 
young thief who did the 
reverse journey for his crimes, 
only to return penniless after 
jumping ship -and it’s a recipe 
for a corking manuscript. 

And there’s one more thing 
too: the swashbuckling 
buccaneer is buried 
somewhere in Greenwich... 
Sitting comfortably? 

Author Ed Hillyer’s debut 
novel, The Clay Dreaming has 
been ten years in the making 
and is an engaging duet of fact 
and fiction. Faction, if you will. 
It’s two stories woven into one: 
the sporty natives, and, the 
ne’er-do-well on the high seas. 
The two collide in the fiction 
that is King Cole - aka 
Brippoki, a member of the 
cricket team who arrives 
unannounced on a well-to-do 
girl’s doorstep, striking an 
unlikely friendship. Together 
the pair research the fate of 
Joseph Druce, the convicted 
thief transported to Australia 
nearly 80 years earlier. 

By all accounts a wrong ‘un, 
Druce was a drunkard, a cattle 
rustler and Royal Navy 
deserter. 

But before landing in Oz, he 
jumped ship and fell in with 
the Maori people, and even had 
his face painted with their 
trademark tattoos. 

England was still at war with 
the island people, and suffice to 
say, when he returned to 
Blighty, broke and tattooed, he 
wasn’t too popular. 

Ed said: “I’m trying to tell the 
story of someone who couldn’t 
tell their own story - this is 
someone who went round the 
world and had the most 
extraordinary life. 

“We all know about Captain

Cook, but 

ordinary folk had amazing 
stories too. 

“Druce tried to tell his story 
but no one would listen. It’s the 
story of ordinary people 
getting trampled over through 
history, and the rights and 
wrongs of it.” 

There are many powerful 
echoes that chime across the 
work: for example, the pathos 
in Druce ’s desire to get back to 
where he was sent as 


punishment, 
only to fail; his plight is a 
reflection of that of the 
Aborigine people, and he too 
was taken from his homeland 
halfway across the world. 

“In simple terms you’ve got a 
black man from the other side 
of the world here, leading a 
white life playing cricket, and 
you’ve got a white man from 
here going to the other side of 
the world and leading the life 
of a native Maori,” the author 
added.

Explaining the book’s title, 
Hillyer mused: “It’s a book 
about London, so that’s where 
the clay comes into it - we are 
rooted in clay. And ‘dreaming’ 
is the closest translation we 
have to a concept central to 
Aborigines - truth.” 

So far, so factual, then. But 
Hillyer’s storytelling instincts 
come to the fore when he 
transported himself into the 
mind of King Cole a cricketer 
who died after a month in 
England, and what he might 
have experienced had he lived. 
“He’s basically running round 
Victorian London and he 
believes himself to be haunted 
by a spirit. Through my 
research I became completely 
involved in the narrative. 

“I had to imagine Victorian 
London from the viewpoint of 
an Aborigine - which took 
some doing! They were treated 
with early fascination - it was 
almost run like a sideshow. 
They would play the cricket 
games - some of which went 
on for three days - then they 
would do displays of 
boomerang and other 
Aborigine sports.” 

Curiosities and sideshows 
were a huge draw in Victorian 
London, and there was one 
event the author came upon 
during his research which 
didn’t make the book, but 
tickled him nonetheless. 
“There was a very famous 
cricket match in Greenwich 
which involved a one-legged 
team playing a one-legged 
team!” Ed said. “There were 
lots of amputees at 
Greenwich’s naval hospital, of 
course - but I’m not sure who 
won!” he joked. 

As for local landmarks name- 
checked in the novel, the naval 
hospital plays a maj or role - it’s 
where Druce was rescued from 
his plight as a hobo after being 
thrown out of the Navy, and he 
was first buried there before 
being moved to an unmarked 
grave at the East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce.

From Woolwich and with roots in the 
area, Tilbrook’s right-hand-man and

joked: "Greenwich means an awful lot to 
me and this plaque does too - I’m 
looking forward to coming back here 
tonight and nicking it off the wall!” 

On a more serious note he added: "My 
mum used to work in the canteen of the 
police station just across the road, and I 
have a lot of fond memories of being 
here and of playing at this very fine 
establishment.” 

Tilbrook added: "It’s certainly an honour 
- I don’t know if I’ve dreamt about it but I 
certainly will from now on!” 

The pair were joined by the band’s 
current bassist and drummer and were 
presented with the accolade by PRS for 
music - the non-profit organisation that 
deals with musicians’ royalties. 

Speaking at the venue just up the, er, 
junction from Greenwich High Road, PRS 
chairman Ellis Rich said: "Even the 
biggest most iconic bands have to start 
somewhere, and we’re indebted to 
wonderful venues like the Borough Halls 
for giving Squeeze and bands like them 
the chance to perform when they were 
just a small note on the scale of 
greatness.” 

After the presentation the band headed 
upstairs for an impromptu acoustic set of 
three numbers from their extensive back 
catalogue, ending with a rambunctious 
version of Up The Junction.

Sweet like sugar 

The Sugababes’ imaginatively titled seventh album has hit the shops, but 
the tally pales in comparison with the number of members they’ve had

AMID the 
innumerable 
line-up 
changes, 
internal 
squabbles and media 
catfights, the Sugababes 
released Sweet 7 on March 
15. The album is, (yup, you 
guessed it) the band’s 
seventh studio album and 
their first since signing to 
Jay-Z’s Roc Nation label. 

It’s also the first record the 
band have released since 
the controversial departure 
of founding member, 

Keisha Buchanan in 
September 2009 leaving the 
band without any of the 
original line-up. 

As well as yet another 
personnel change, Sweet 7 
also sees a move towards a 
more R’n’B, club orientated 
sound, clearly influenced by 
production team Stargate, 
the Norwegian hit makers 
behind a host of chart 
successes for the likes of 
Rhianna, Ne-Yo and 
Beyonce. 

The saga surrounding the 
departure of Buchanan - 
replaced by former Eurovision 
contestant, Jade Ewen- as 
well as the legal writs 
threatened by ex-members 
over the use of the Sugababes 
name looked set to undermine 
the release of the album which 
is one of the most important 
that the band have had to date. 
This latest incarnation - the 
fourth- has been on the end of 



fierce criticism for continuing 
to use the band’s name, and it 
appears that the three-piece 
has had one facelift too many, 
with commercial success a 
must if the continuation of the 
band is to be justified. 

I remember a time when the 
Sugababes were leagues ahead 
of others in their genre, and, 
having been together (in one 


generic synthesised beats 
that leave the content feeling 
soulless and bereft of 
character. Sweet 7 is a damp 
imitation of a thousand 
other artists in the pop/R’n’B 
bracket, lacking the sass of 
Beyonce or the zest of 
Rhianna.

Damon’s 
so green 

THE American film industry has 
become the public confessional 
f W.tt'f °f the US military. On the outside, 
this mighty, military machine 
marches inexorably on from continent to 
continent, on the inside, all is fear, anxiety 
and doubt. Green Zone is the latest in a 
line of public catharsis ranging from 
Rambo to Black Hawk Down. 

The film is set in and around the ‘Green 
Zone’-the colloquial name fora 12-square 
kilometre area of land in central Baghdad 
which housed the Coalition Partners 
during the 2003 invasion of Iraq. 

Matt Damon plays Roy Miller, a US Army 
officer who leads a team of soldiers 
charged with finding weapons of mass 
destruction, but begins to question the 
intelligence sources after successive 
searches prove fruitless. Damon expresses 
his misgivings to Martin Brown (Brendan 
Gleeson), a hard-bitten, CIA intelligence 
director, who fortuitously happens to share 
Damon’s suspicions. During a routine 
patrol, Damon’s unit happens across a 
“source" who, equally fortuitously, leads 
them to Al Rawi, a high- ranking, Iraqi 
general, played by Igal Naor, formerly of 
Saddam’s Imperial Guard. Brown 
convinces Damon that Al Rawi’s presence 
in any future Iraqi government is critical if 
civil war is to be avoided. The rest of the 
movie is spent trying to locate - some of the 
technical gadgetry is marvellous-the 
exact whereabouts of Al-Rawi despite the 
rather close -and violent-attentions of 
Clark Poundstone, (Greg Kinnear), the 
local Head of Pentagon Special 
Intelligence, who wants nothing to do with 
Al Rawi. The sense of place is beautifully 
portrayed -particularly the damaged Iraqi 
civil and military infrastructure and the 
complete disruption of normal life -from a 
complete lack of basic facilities to total 
chaos on the roads. In one scene, a 
lynching is only just avoided as Damon’s 
small convoy of vehicles is brought to a halt 
by a snarling, resentful mass of locals, 
desperate to find waterfortheirfamilies. 
But overall, the film disappoints from a 
number of perspectives. It fails to explore 
the political complexities-Al Rawi isthe 
only political leaderwe meet and even then 
his intentions are not fully explained. The 
military perspective is primitive and one 
dimensional; Damon goes rogue, working 
directly for Brown but is left entirely 
unpunished and Poundstone seems to 
have the full use of a death squad at his 
personal command. 

But above all, the characters 
themselves simply fail to 
convince. Hindered by a lack of 
muscular dialogue and 
undermined by overly long 
scenes of hand-held 
camerawork to the point of 
| nausea, the characters are 
without depth, from the over- 
stereotypical Poundstone and 
Brown, to Lawrie Dayne -an 
experienced reporter, who 
apparently, fails to check 
f sources. Damon does his best 
with limited material but, like a fine 
wine he has matured and is worthy of 
more. 

Verdict: 3/10 Didn’t live up to expectations.

Training scheme for Tube workers extended 


EIGHTEEN more jobhunters 
will be trained to work on 
the London Underground 
thanks to the extension of 
pilot training scheme. 

Eight candidates have already 
been selected for a two-week 
course which will offer tailored 
training to help participants 
find work on the London 
Underground. 

The course is the result of a 
partnership between Tube Lines 
and Greenwich Council and 
provides participants with the 
necessary permits and health 


and safety qualifications to be 
able to work effectively and 
safely on the Tube. 

Prospective candidates were 
interviewed through two pre- 
screening days held by 
Greenwich Local Labour & 
Business (GLLaB) the council- 
funded agency which helps local 
people into jobs and training. 
All are engineers, bricklayers 
and construction workers who 
have found it difficult to find 
work due to the recession. 

The first course in track works 
began last week, while the 


second, in security, will be run 
next month. 

Training takes place at Tube 
Lines’ state-of-the-art Skills 
Training Centre at Stratford. At 
the end of their training 
participants will meet with 
some of Tube Lines’ 
contractors, including 

representatives from Fasttrack, 
Trackwork Resources and 
Cleshars, to talk about future 
job opportunities. 

Jason van Gent of Abbey Wood 
completed the training last year, 
describing it as his “passport to 


working on the Underground”. 

Steve Norris, Training and 
Development Manager at Tube 
Lines, said: “We’re absolutely 
delighted to continue our 
partnership with Greenwich 
Council and extend these 
training programmes. 

“It’s absolutely vital that the 
engineering industry keeps 
investing in the skills of its 
workforce and the response 
from the last pilot was 
overwhelming. All eleven 
participants successfully passed 
their accreditation and eight 


have since found employment. 

He added: “In fact, the scheme 
is so successful, we’re now 
getting approached by other 
councils interested in running 
similar programmes.”

There was precious little to 
report during the 

aforementioned 45 minutes of 
tedium but I’ll make a creative 
stab at it. You expect no less 
from me. 

Busy midfielder Michael 
Collins was the Terriers’ driving 
force and was on the end of the 
initial chance, his first time shot 
from Danny Dr ink water’s 
cutback deflected for a corner. 
Collins’ colleague Lee Peltier 
made a less distinguished 
impression, his crudely high 
challenge on Therry Racon 
punished by referee Singh’s 
yellow card, rather than the red 
it richly deserved. 

Four minutes before the 
break, Christian Dailly joined 
Peltier in Mr. Singh’s book for a 
professional foul on Theo 
Robinson. Anthony Pilkington 
swung the free kick to the far 
post, Jordan Rhodes nodded it 
back and burly Neal Trotman 
sent a looping header on to the 
bar. Racon’s caution for a 
reprisal foul on Pilkington 
mercifully concluded a dire 
period. 

Six minutes after the break, 
an incongruous outbreak of 
quality fired Huddersfield into 
thelead. 

Drinkwater’s pass along the 
right flank allowed Collins to 
step inside Dailly before 
crossing accurately with his 
left foot. Brushing in front of 
Sam Sodje, young Rhodes 
neatly glanced a header inside 
the left post to notch his 20th 
goal of a remarkable rookie 
season. 

Based on their feeble efforts to 
date, Charlton were rank 
outsiders to find an equaliser, 
but falling behind appears to 
suit them and they continue to 
surprise. Defying the daunting 


odds, they again showed the 
spirit which has sustained 
during a lengthy dip in form. 
And in Reid, they could turn to 
a free spirit for help.

Dailly’s 
withering look spoke volumes. 

Stand-in keeper Darren 
Randolph’s steady display, 
meanwhile, was vindicating 
Parkinson’s faith in selecting 
him over new arrival Tony 
Warner. His major contribution 
was the plunging save he made 
to keep out Collins’ dangerous 
shot but the last word belonged 
to the Addicks. 

Preferred to Lloyd Sam, Scott 
Wagstaff should have made 
more of David Mooney’s astute 
pass than blasting it wastefully 
over the bar. A late winner 
might have been rough justice 
for the East Yorkshiremen but 
the visitors were at least 
entitled to their point, if only 
for the resourcefulness they 
showed in weathering a 
growing injury list, which 
included influential skipper 
Nicky Bailey. Perhaps 
beleaguered boss Parkinson 
should be cut some slack as he 
papers over cracks.
